The SkcReTARY read the notice, the chief complaints in it being that the explo- 
ration works were abandoned in Parys Mine ; that the work in the Parys Mine was 
insufficiently carried on, and was practically suspenced ; that the precipitation 
pits have been and are deficiently worked, and are not supplied with old iron; 
that ee operations are iy suspended at Morfa Du; that at Morfa Du 
the pumps have been stopped, and the wa er had inundated underground. The 
lessors gave notice that if the above breaches are not rectified within two 
months, and payment of 5000/. for compensation is not paid, they will institute 
un_action for the recovery of the premises at once. 

The SkCRETARY, in answer to a question, said that the above notice was served 
on the two companies jointly by the Marquis of Anglesea, Lord Sydney, Lord 
Clarence Paget, and Lady Neave, the trustees of the late Marquis of Anglesea. 

The CHAIRMAN then proceeded to say—The shareholders need not 
be reminded that the directors have for some time past been short of 
funds,and have made more than one unsuccessful attempt to dispose of 
the unissued shares. Atthe same time, the mine has been worked under 
the advice of the agent to the full extent of our means, and no com- 
plaint has ever been made by the lords of the mode of working for the 
Jast 12 years, or of any breach of covenant until very lately, and the 
1oyalties have all been paid, and receipts given for them by the 
lords’ agents up to Michaelmas last.

Some weeks afterwards he informed 
me that Mr, Evans, when appealed to, expressed himself against an 
amalgamation ; he was not only managing director, but a large credi- 
torof Mona. Then we heard complaints of the mode of working 
Parys; then a rumour, circulated in the district, that Mr, Evans was 
; ong to have our mine, and this was followed by the notices under 
«ur consideration to-day, and there can be no doubt that by some one 
or other we have been misrepresented and undermined, and I cannot 
lning myself to believe that the lords really knew the whole truth, 
or when they do, that they will persist in their declared in- 
tentions. When we took possession of the mines we paid 98544. 11s, 8d. 
for plant, machinery, &c., and these notices claiming 50007. damages 
would seem to aim at getting possession of the mines without pay- 
ing us the usual valuation, which would be something considerable. 
I may say I have been connected with mining for upwards of 40 
years, Ihave been a lessee under the Crown, under the Duchy of 
Cornwall, the Duke of Bedford, and many other noblemen and 
gentlemen, but I never before heard of such a proceeding as this; 
and, as I said before, I cannot believe that the Marquis of Anglesey 
and Lady Neave, or the trustees (Lord Sydney and Lord Clarence 
Paget) or their solicitors are acquainted with the real facts of our 
case; and could they obtain the ends sought by the notices given, 
und Mona, or Mr. Evans get possession of the mines in the way 
attempted, I do not believe any one in London or out of Wales 
would be found to take or hold a share in a mine under them again. 
We have, as a company, sold ores to the value of about 50,0007. ; 
but, owing to the fall in copper making a difference of nearly 2/. a 
ton on our ores, our early promises of profit and success were upset, 
and we have had a struggling existence now for some years, hoping 
against hope for a rise in copper to set us right, and during these 
struggles we looked rather for the sympathy than for the oppression 
of the lords. We should have called this meeting earlier, but it was 
considered best to have the opinion of counsel to lay before you, and 
from that opinion our position appears to be this: Counsel con- 
siders that the receipts for rent and royalties up to Michaelmas last 
bars any claim for damages prior to that date ; that, should an action 
for ejectment be commenced, it either would not succeed or the 
Court would grant considerable relief to the company. There is 
another alternative, and that is; before these notices expire the 
company could give notice to determine the leases, and, under that 
notice, claim the large sum due for plant, &c. The directors are 
disposed to fight the matter out; and having now laid the facts 
before you, we wish to hear your opinion. We have about 7000 un- 
issued shares, and if we determine to resist, some of these must be 
tuken up. Capt. Mitchell values the ores, &c., on the mine, exclu- 
sive of plant, at 18707. He also writes me that we may fairly esti- 
mate the native ochre opened out by the company at 20,000 tons, 
worth in its native state from 10s. to 15s. per ton, and, when washed 
and dried, it is worth 2/. per ton. This is a very valuable discovery, 
us the demand for this ochre is on the increase. I should recom- 
mend that this meeting pass a resolation requesting the directors to 
lay all the circumstances before the lords, and appeal to them to 
withdraw their notices, which I sincerely hope they will do. 

The CHAIRMAN added that if they resolved to fight they must have the sinews 
o! war, to provide which they could issue the remaining shares. For his own 
port he would take 400 shares if the shareholders would take enough to make 
up 30 shares, 

Mr. F. R. WiLsoN, referring to the complaints of the lessor, said the first 
complaint was that the explorating works had been, and are abandoned at Parys 
Mountain, That was not true, The company had never abandoned the explo- 
rating works, but had carried the.n on wherever they thought there was a 
chance of finding ore. The second complaint was that the working has been, 
and is, insufficiently carried on, and is practically suspended, All he could say 
was that the directors had never received a single complaint as to the working 
of the mine until the receipt of the notice on Dec, 18. The agents of the lessors 
Lad been constantly underground, and therefore the shareholders might fairly 
ass ine that the agents had approved of what had been done.

REMARKS.—The general state of the trade continues unsatisfac- 
tory, and the amount of legitimate business that is being transacted 
is confined within very narrow limits. Complaints are general as to 
marked slackness, but more particularly as regards the export trade. 
Taken on the whole, prices are still very moderate, and, therefore, 
for the most part unobjectionable; and yet, notwithstanding the reasonable 
rates ruling, there is very little disposition evinced to purchase for speculative 
account. But this is not surprising, as operators are usually desirous to turn 
over their contracts m= | rather than to hold on for increased profits ; and, 
consequently, since regular trade is now dull, the chances of a speedy rise in 
prices are minimised, and, therefore, speculators consider it advisable to leave 
the markets alone for the time being, or at all events very much reduce their 
amount of business. For the same reason, too, investors curtail their transac- 
tions as much as possible, as in that way they avoid charges during the time the 
markets remain depressed. There is, however, a little vitality in the speculative 
demand for some metals, and hence some few and unimportant changes have 
here and there been made, but such movements have been occasioned solely by 
the action of dealers in those metals in which fluctuations have taken place, and 
they cannot be considered as an evidence or foretaste of what is likely to occur 
hereafter, nor do they show what the general opinion it speculators i 
with regard tothe future trade, for in the one case prices have displayed a 
hardening tendevcy, in another retrogressive symptoms, and in a third marked 
steadiness, thus signifving pretty plainly that the sundry changes have, pro- 
hably, been occasioned by the falling due of prompts, and the necessary busi- 
ness which must at all times be carried through, be the genuine trade ever so 
inanimate. 

It is very discouraging that the first month of the new year should open with 
such manifest stagnation in thetrade. To start the year well is always desir- 
able, as then any adyerse turn in trade which may then take place later on is 
not so keenly felt, and, besides, it adds strength to the tone and encouragement 
to the feeling, features in themselves which will often prevent adverse influ- 
ences arising, check them from coming prominently forward, and help tostimu- 
late trade and make it the more active. But, as we have already stated, this 
year has started badly, and many are the complaints that next to nothing is 
doing ; and this is the more severely felt since 1882 was a somewhat disappoint- 
ing year, and now the only hope rests in the future. It is true there is some- 
thing promising in the prospect, in fact many of the surrounding events just 
now would be, in an ordinary way, enough to goad on trade ; but for the moment 
there is a pause,a Jull, a state of lethargy existing which requires to be re- 
moved ere trade is restored to its usual and ordinary dimensions, and now we 
ean but wait for the time when these temporary impediments will be removed 
and a development of the trade ensues. How long that time may be it is im- 
possible to foresee; it may be of a steady, gradual, progressive character, or it 
may be caused by sharp, sudden, and fluctuating movements. Atany ratethere 
are circumstances in the commercial atmosphere which bid well for the future 
and which may cause a recovery in the demand much sooner than is generally 
anticipated, for the quietude has now been so prolonged that it stands to reason 
many consumers of private stock must probably have been greatly diminished 
and will scon require to be replenished. " ‘ 

Coprer.—The charters from Chili for the first part of this mouth 
were announced last Saturday as only 300 tons, half of which quan- 
tity being for the Continent. This produced a very good effect upon 
the market, and buying became more spirited, and the price of Chili 
bars was advanced 7s. 6d, to 10s. per ton. These higher rates rather 
induced holders to secure their profits, especially as there was nothing in the 
bi-monthly return to give extra support to the market, the consequence being a 
slight reaction in prices, which, however, was speedily followed by more tone 
and sone symptoms of improvement in prices. The better value of the raw 
material bas also had a beneficial infiuence upon prices for manufactured, and 
although business for shipping account has remained decidedly small, yet in 
some cases prices are rather h gher. The returns of the Chilian and Bolivian 
produce for the half month show the stock in first and second hands in Liver- 
pool and Swansea on the 15th inst. to have deen 25,788 tons, against 25,098 tons 
on the 3uth ult., or an increase of 690 tons for the fortnight. The Board of 
Trade returns for the past year are not satisfactory, insomuch as they show the 
total imports to be in excess of the last two previous years, and the exports con- 
siderabiy less. The imports of Chili produce during the first fortnight of the 
m » th hav» been 1480 tons, and the deliveries 790 tons; and for other kinds of 
cop, er for the sime period th : imports ave said to have been 1819 tons, and the 





deliveries 1853 tons, It will, therefore, be seen that statistically the market has 
not undergone much change, and while the general dulness in the shipping 
trade must continue a matter of regret, and form some impediment to the pro- 
gress of prices, yet the light charters have evidently implanted more tone, and 
prices may in consequence be more or less advanced for a time, 

Inon.—This trade continues slack, and orders for general mer- 
chant iron are very scarce. Prices in consequence are a shade easier, 
but have nevertheless not undergone any marked quotable change. 
Most of the works are now fast working off old contracts, and com- 
plaints are therefore ever and anon being received from the various 
manufacturing centres that the several mills are not going in regular time, and 
since the quarterly meetings which were held last week buyers have remained 
just as backward in making purchases as they were before. To do business 
sellers have invariably had to accept rather reduced rates; but they will not 
make any great concession, preferring to let business pass than to make any 
material reduction upon the present moderate quotations. A feature of some 
importance to ths trade is the recent resolution of the American Congress to 
admit materials for shipbuilding free of duty. To certain branches of the trade 
this may prove of a great advantage, and enlarge the amouat of business doing 
with the great Western market. With regard to the raw material the variations 
effected in the price of Scotch pigs have been only of a very trifling character, 
and but a limited amount of business has been reported from day to day, at 
least, so far as speculative transactions are concerned. 

The favourable features in the market this week are good shipments compared 
with those for the same time of last year, reduced stocks in Messrs. Connal and 
Co's yards, and aless number of furnaces in blast. 1n maker's iron there is but | 
a small business doing, and prices all round are a shade easier.

OUR EXPORTS OF COAL. 

Whiist a brisk agitation has been going on in some of our leading 
mining districts for limiting the output of coal, the exportation of it 
has been increasing rapidly. This is entirely due to the low price 
at which it has been sold to foreign purchasers, so that even in the 
German markets we have been able to maintain our position, although 
not so easily as formerly. But the efforts now being put forward to 
increase the value of coal for the purpose of augmenting miners’ 
wages, cannot fail to be in the highest degree detrimental to our 
export trade in coal, seeing that Germany, in particular, is ranning 
us hard, and by means of the St. Gothard railway, is sending a good 
deal of coal into Italy. In the first two months after the opening 
of the new line, the exports of German coal into Italy, which had 
previously been né/, amounted to 40,000 tons. Genoa hitherto has 
been exclusively supplied with coal from England,a good deal being 
sent from Yorkshire, the late Baron Worms, the principal conti- 
nental merchant, having been interested in a colliery in the West 
Riding, and had depéts at both Genoa and Milan; but now the 
German coal is competing in those markets with the English, so that 
the inhabitants are benefited by the lower prices resulting from the 
competition. Consequently, any increase in the value of our coal, 
no matter from what cause, will gradually drive us out of one market 
to which we have exported more than a million tons of coal annually. 
France has been our best customer, and is likely to be so as long as 
we sell at a moderate price; but Belgian coal is also sent to that 
country, and is likely to compete with us more than it has done. 
Coal mines in Russia are now in course of much greater develop- 
ment than they have been, and that country is likely to be considerably 
less dependent upon us, for its own natural resources are immense 
the coal field between the Don and the Dnieperalone having an area 
of 1100 square miles. The coal fields of the Russian Empire, indeed, 
are of enormous area, are in some parts highly productive, and if 
vigorously opened up, are likely to become of great economic value. 
In Russian Poland also, there are some fine seams of coal, one of 
them being 16 yards in thickness, and considered to be the thickest 
bed of mineral fuel in Europe. A large tonnage of coal was sent 
to Russia last year, but it is now stated that several large areas 
of coal are being opened out in that vast country by means of 
foreign capital, whilst the Government or the Emperor holds out 
strong inducements for the development of the minerals found in 
such abundance throughout the Empire. With these facts before 
us, it is evident that should the price of coal go up appreciably, one 
of the first results will be a diminution of the coal exported from 
this country to Europe especiaily, and this would ultimately lead to 
prices being lower than ever, owing to the falling off in the demand. 
Our foreign trade now takes all the coal that the miners throughout 
the kingdom can produce in one full day in every week during the 
year, and from this its value may be estimated. The undermen- 
tioned figures show the tonnage of coal exported from 1861 to the 
end of 1882, as well as the declared value :—

coal reached the highest price recollected, there was a considerable 
falling of in our exports, but as the value decreased then the ex- 
ports went up again, and this will be the case again no doubt should 
the miners be successful fora time in limiting the output of coal. 
Seéting, however, that nearly one-seventh of all the coal raised in the 
kingdom is exported, what we send abroad is consequently an impor- 
tant consideration for our colliery owners, who have to pay certain 


rents whether they raise any coal or not; but this has evidently not 
been thought of by those who are seeking to limit the output of coal, 
and so increasing the cost of raising it. 








RECKLESS MANAGEMENT AT MINERA. 


Although only two years have elapsed since a terrible explosion 
occurred at Minera it has again become necessary for the Govern- 
ment Inspector of Explosives (Capt. Cundill, R.A.) to proceed against 
the company for gross recklessness in the care of their explosives. 
The first information charged the defendants witha breach of an 
Order in Council, No. 3, that a magazine, for which the company 
held a licence signed by Sir William Harcourt, was not kept free 
fiom grit and dirt. Captain Cundill said he visited the magazinejon 
Noy. 24 and found it in an exceptionally dirty state, with grit, mud, 
+mall pebbles, and loose powder on the floor. It was pleaded in ex- 
tenuation that the storekeeper had recently lost his wife, and had 
somewhat neglected his duty at the time of the Inspector’s visit. 
The second charge against the company was for not providing suit- 
able shoes with which to enter the magazine, and not taking proper 
precautions to preventan explosion. Captain Cundill, in support of 
the information, said on the occasion of his visit Captain Ball, in 
the employ of the company, came into the magazine in his ordinary 
walking boots, and he (Captain Cundill) immediately ordered him 
out, It was a most dangerous thing todo. He also reported the 
matter to the secretary of the company. It was urged, on behalf of 
the defendants, that suitable shoes were provided, but the prosecu- 
tion explained that the real charge was for not using the shoes.— 
Mr. C. F. Wynne, secretary of the company, said his attention was 
never called by Captain Cundill to the fact that Captain Ball entered 
the magazine in his walking boots.—Captain Cundill, recalled, main- 
tained that he did mention the matter to Mr. Wynne, and added 
that Mr. Wynne himself walked into one of the magazines with his 
ordinary boots on, when he remarked to him, “Good gracious, Mr. 
Wynne, you're as bad as Captain Ball,” or words to that effect. 

It is some satisfaction to know that Mr. Wynne denied having been 
guilty of such an extraordinary breach of discipline, but at the same 
time it is difficult to imagine that a Government official and gentle- 
man of high social position would deliberately concoct such a story 
and mention it in acourt of justice The third charge was for having 
800 lbs. of explosives in one of the magazines in excess of the amount 
for which it was licensed, and in this case the facts were admitted. 
The fourth charge was for having explosives stored in a building 
which was not registered, The facts were admitted in this case also, 
but urged in mitigation that the secretary of the company was un- 
aware of the fact that registration must be renewed annually. For 
the prosecution it was said that the building was in a most danger- 
ous condition, and that the Treasury was anxious to press the case 
as being a very bad one. In the result penalties amounting to 
167, 19s. were inflicted, an amount which is not worth consideration 
compared with the risk which the shareholders ran of having all their 
profits absorbed to pay compensation arising out of such lamentable 
carelessness, 








BUSINESS, MONEY, AND ECONOMY. 

The changes which have taken place in the system of doing bnsiness 
during the past 20 or 30 years are really marvellous, and numerous 
as have been the complaints amongst traders of the old school that 
profits are now much more difficult to obtain than formerly it would 
be difficult to prove; that the principle which has been gaining 
ground, and to which those changes are due—that of recognising the 
superior rights of the ready-money customers as compared with the 
purchaser who demands credit—is one which should be discouraged. 
It may safely be said that but for the absurd extent to which the 
credit system had been carried the co-operative system—now so justly 
complained of —would never have been introduced, nor would it ever 
have been necessary. The losses inseparable from the credit system 
compelled the seller to charge a higher price ail round to compensate 
himself, so that he was really making the honest consumer pay for 
the extravagance and dishonesty of his less scrupulous neighbour, 
and this practice was continued until the ready-money consumer 
could bear it no longer, and sought relief in supporting the proposal 
of co-operation, which should give him at least that proportion of 
the traders’ nominal protits which did not go into the traders’ pockets. 
In the result the ready-money consumer has obtained more than that 
proportion, and as a consequence the manufacturer and larger whole- 
sale dealer is now paying the penalty of the credit system instead of 
the ready-money consumer. The co-operative systera and the reck- 
less use of the capital of joint-stock undertakings by men who, in 
the office of directors, attempt to manage businesses about which they 
know little or nothing, has inflicted an amount of injury upon the 
trade of the country from which it will take long to recover. 

In what may be designated the business aspect of social science 
Mr. Platt’s Essays have for some time past occupied a prominent 
position—his information being usually sound and to the point, and 
his language such that every reader can fully comprehend it. 
essentially a working man—he mentions in his autobiography that 
he received but one year’s good schooling, commencing life at 13 years 
old as a warehouse boy without salary, and felt almost a millionaire 
when after 12 months’ service his employer told him that his pro- 
mised 10/7. per annum would commence then instead of at the end of 
three years, and after working hard for 30/. a year from 16 years old 
went into business on his own account at the age of 19, with 302. of 
savings and a small capital which his father lent on condition of hav- 
ing one-fourth of his profits for 10 years. Mr. Platt’s words will 
have greater weight with the working men of to-day than would the 
teachings of the most celebrated professors of political economy of 
which the country can boast, and his writings have the great merit 
that they do not describe working men as either angels or demons, 
| but seek to make them comprehend their real position, their power, 
and their weakness, and to instruct them to judge for and benefit 
| themselves, but not to suppose that improvement and prosperity are 
| to be expected from anything else than from looking at things as 
| they are and learning—as he shows they can do—how to turn them 
|to their own advantage. In the six essays already published the 
| author considers that he has enunciated all the priciples which it is 

necessary should be understood, but he has now determined to re- 
print them, re-arranged, revised, and extended in two volumes, the 
| first of which—Platt’s Essays: Vol.I. Business—Money—Kconomy 
| By James Platt, author of Life, Morality, and Progress. London: 
| Simpkin, Marshall, and Co., Stationers’ Hall Court—has just been 
| issued in the form of a handsome royal octavo, which would be an 
ornament in any library, and one which might be frequently re- 
| ferred to with advantage. 
| Works on business generally, says Mr, Platt, give the result of a

RAILWAY CARRIAGE.—A fact of considerable importance in 
a commercial point of view and one which should have its due 
weight with railway companies, has just been made public. In con- 
sequence of the excessive carriage rates charged by the various rail- 
way companies, the extensive steelworks established at Dronfield, 
Derbyshire, have been removed to the sea-port town of Workington, 
in Cumberland.

| BLASTING WITH LimME.—At the monthly meeting of the Mining 
| Institute of Scotland in Hamilton, on Tuesday—Mr. Ralph Moore 
in the chair—the secretary read a note by Mr. Birrell describing the 
experiments made at Muircockhall Colliery, Dunfermline, with 
Messrs. Smith and Moore’s patent method of coal-getting by the use 
of compressed lime cartridges. He said the expeiments were not so 
| successful as they anticipated. They made the trial in the 3 ft. seam, 
| which was of a rather soft and pliable nature, and had a very bad 
“ parting,” and a hard fire-clay holing. The coal was holed in about 
3 ft. 6 in., and bore-holes placed every 6 ft. Holes were bored in 
| 3 ft. 2in., and were 3 in. in diameter. Each hole contained seven 
| cartridges, or 8 lbs, of lime, and occupied a space of 28 in., which 
left a space of 8 to 10 in. for the stemming. The water was then 
| applied, and in half an hour’s time the sprogs were taken out and 
the coal came down. At two of the holes the coal did not come 
| clean away from the parting owing to the drill being placed too 
| high and did not touch the roof. On comparing the two blasting 
|agents—gunpowder and lime—there was hardly any appreciable 
| difference, If anything, it was rather in favour of the powder. They 
had abuut 75 per cent. of round coal with the lime, and that was 
| just what they reckoned to have when using powder. hey believed, 
however, that the coal brought down with lime was not so brittle as 
| with powder, and would stand handling better. Possibly, had there 
| been less lime employed—say, 6 lbs. of lime in each hole—the results 
might have been more favourable. As to the cost, the lime would 
| be a little more expensive, Lime put into each hole cost 34d. Ar-

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 

Jan. 18.— Mining has been passing again through one of its 
| quiescent stages, and opinions have been freely expressed of a more 
| depressing condition than the actual facts seem to justify. The 
mines have a good deal, however, to contend with just now. The 
damp dreary weather continues with little intermission, save in the 
shape of heavier rains, and the water charges generally are probably 
more serious than they have been for years. The prices keep low, 
and, as was pointed out partially at Dolcoath, and has been indi- 
cated more fully since, there is very little hope of any improvement 
from the smelters.

On Tuesday the Coroner’s enquiry was resumed at Wednesbury 
touching the death of the three men who were killed by the break- 
ing of a wire rope at the Willingsworth Colliery on the night of the 
6th inst. From the evidence it appeared that the rope, which was 
| 1} in. in diameter, was known by the colliery engineer to have a 
broken strand in it before the men were drawn up. The men at the 
bottom of the shaft were made acquainted with this defect, and the 
option was given whether to ascend the shaft with it or remain at 
| the bottom. The men preferred to ascend, since water was rising in 
jthe pit. Just as the tank was some 23 ft. from the surface the rope 
| suddenly snapped, and the three men were precipitated to the bottom, 

and were instantly killed. The other men were afterwards got up 
|with the gin. In reply to the Government Inspector, Joseph Hood, 
the engineer, admitted that he was aware that a rule prohibited the 
; engine being started after the imperfection of the chain had been 
discovered. The inquest stands adjourned until Tuesday, the 
Coroner remarking that he thought every possible tittle of evidence 
should be obtained.

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Jan. 18.—The discovery at the Magpie Mine, at Sheltow, appear § 
to have been more valuable than was at first anticipated, as the lode i§ 
a most extensive one, A few more similar discoveries would, no doubt, 
bring the Derbyshire lead mines into better repute than they have 
been, and might be the means of drawing the attention of capitalists 
to them. As it is, there is one gentleman who is a capitalist, and is 
the only one who appears to have been able to make lead mining 
profitable. Capital, therefore, appears to be the principal item in 
the successful working of mines, and there are a great number in 
Derbyshire in which there is little or none, so that a sort of hand- 
to-mouth system is carried on, without the aid of the necessary ma- 
chinery and other appliances. The mining laws, no doubt, are the 
cause of this state of things, for a man without money can open out 
a mine and work it any way he pleases. It is very different with 
coal mines, for with respect to them there must be a large capital 
to start with, and even when the coal is reached a good banker's 
account is necessary to carry on. But at present coal mines are the 
reverse of profitable, the owners of them being liable to collisions 
with the workpeople, the latter just now seeking for the mastery, 
and dictating to their employers as to the time their pits shall be 
worked, and the quantity of mineral raised. At the present time 
most of the collieries are working steadily, the demand not being 
particularly brisk. The principal business doing is, of course, in 
house coal, a fair tonnage of which is being sent to London by both 
the Midlard and Great Northern lines. But prices are not so good 
as they were, whilst tiie mild weather is likely to still further dimi- 
nish the consumption, so that under any circumstances the pits are 
not likely to be worked full time. 

During the last few days a circular has been issue] to the eTect 
that the men shall commence the limitation of prodaction by work- 
ing five days a week instead of six on the first week in February. 
No intimation of this} has been given to the mineowners, who are 
expected to agree to anything the representatives of the men may 
think proper to order, It remains, however, to be seen whether em- 
ployers will allow themselves to be dictated to so far as regards the 
actual working of their mines is concerned. They certainly con- 
ceded an advance of wages in October last, which was not justified 
by the state of trade or the price of coal; but now they are expected 
to concede a great deal more, and give up the control of their pits 
to the workmen. The latter are to limit the output of coal to such 
an extent as to cause the price of it to go up, and wages, conse- 
quently to be increased. But the limiting of production per se 
greatly increases the cost of raising coal, for there is the same engine 
power, horses, surface men and labourers required in a colliery 
whether the men work four or six days in the week. 

The iron trade of Derbyshire has opened out favourably, there 
being a large output of pig, whilst the stocks held are by no means 
large. A good deal of what is made at some of the works is sent 
into Lancashire and Staffordshire ; but a good deal is used up at the 
extensive foundries, such as those at Staveley, where some hundreds 
of men are employed. The foundries are also looking better, and 
with the mild weather the demand for pipes is likely to be early and 
large. A good business is being done in engines and machinery, as 
well as in mining appliances. At Dronfield preparations are going 
on for the removal of the steelworks to those that have been erected 
near to Workington. 

In Sheffield all branches of trade appear to be in a healthy state, 
and some of them are in a high state of activity. This is more 
especially the case with regard to the steel branches, there having 
| been a greatly increased demand for both the home manufacturers 
and for exportation. A large quantity is now required for the com- 
posite armour-plates, the orders in hand for which are very heavy, 
and will take a considerable time to work off, even if the mills are 





| fairly off for orders, although the competition is keen, especially as 
| regards contracts for the Continent, some of these lately having been 
taken as low as 5l. 15s. per ton delivered at aforeign port. In other 

descriptions of railway material, including springs, wheels, and axles, 
a good trade continues to be done. In sheep-shears for colonial and 
other exportation business has begun in earnest, and the makers are 
now kept actively going. In edge tools, as well as those for mining 
purposes, there has lately been an increased demand, so that the 
various works engaged on them are now doing well. The cutlery 
houses continue active, more particularly in the best qualities of 
table, pen, and pocket knives, as well as in some specialities for the 
Continent. A good business has been done with Australia in general 
cutlery, and it is expected that there will be a considerable improve 
ment in the trade with America,

Not much work was 
doue during Christmas week beyond running the pans; the result of these 
trials which were finished yesterday when Mr. Rutters left, were, on the whole, 
satisfactory. Treating the blanket sands in the pan and settler, the percentage 
of gold extracted varied from 53 to 76°5 Ret cent. of assay value. If the higher 
of these results can be maintained it will be a satisfactory way of treating our 
concentrates, and will give a better return than close concentration and ship- 
ping. I enclose a Riotte’s report on working tests. In milling they 
extracted about half of the gold by amalgamation. They inform me that 
we may expect to do better on a working scale, and certainly we are doing 
considerably ,better. Their battery screen was coarser than those we are 
using, and the high assay of their tailings is evidently due to fine gold not set 
free under the stamps ; as their tailfngs did not show anything on washing they 
recommend fine crushing. We are trying different sized screens to determine 
which gives best results. Their pan test extracted 75 per cent. of gold, assay 
value of blanket sands; this we have confirmed by test on the spot, and I hope 
may be able to realise continuously. We are now running 20 stamps. Arrange- 
ments are being made for making further rough concentrates for treatment in 
the pan. I have not yet made up the account for November, as the mill has 
required constant attention, and has taken up all my time. The Gallimore 
shaft is down 30 ft. below the 130. The vein is small, but shows visible gold 
occasionally, Hawkin’s shaft is 32 ft. below the tunnel; the water is becoming 
too much to handle by bucket. Some good ore continues to be got in the stope 
from the tunnel cross-cut. The water is becoming so quick in Hawkin’s shaft 
and the stope that we{can do very little more without a pump.
